Bridgend, they 
found £7,870 in 
counterfeit £10 
notes.. 

The driver of the vehi¬ 
cle, who was described in 
Cardiff Crown Court as a 
“courier” was jailed for a 
year. 

David Ivor Jones (65) 
of South Close, Pencoed, 
Bridgend, was found 
guilty of possessing 
counterfeit money. 

Prosecutor James 
Wilson said the police 
searched Jones’ vehicle 
last May and found the 
cash in a box. 

He denied the charge 
and said he had been 
asked to transfer the 


cash, which he believed 
to be genuine, from 
Bristol to south Wales. 

His counsel, Andrew 
Davies, said: “The court 
should take into account 
his age. References speak 
of his positive qualities 
and his integrity and his 
dependability. 

“He is a loving father 
and grandfather. He has 
always been hard work¬ 
ing and industrious, until 
he broke his spine in an 
accident at work. 

“He was at a signifi¬ 
cant distance from the 
production of this money 
and was nothing more 
than a go-between.” 

Mr Davies said there 
was no evidence of a lav¬ 
ish lifestyle, and Jones 
was currently on state 
benefits.

TORIES ARE (A1 MOST) WIPED 

OUT IN COUNCIL ELECTIONS 

LABOUR TAKES 
VICE-LIKE GRIP 
IN BRIDGEND 


GEM REPORT by PHILIP IRWIN 


LABOUR has a vice-like 
grip on power in Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) after an election 
evening that recalled those 
distant days when the 
party was invincible in 
south Wales. 

Labour now has 39 of the 54 
seats that make up the council, 
on a night that was grim for the 
Lib-Dems - and disastrous for 
the Conservatives. 

The turnout on the night was 
slightly above the UK national 
average, but at 34.99 per cent it 
was still disappointing. 

The Lib-Dems started the 
night with six councillors, and 
ended with just three. 
Porthcawl Lib-Dems Gerald 
Davies and Norah Clarke 
retained their seats, while their 
leader, Cheryl Green, hung on 
in Laleston. 

The Conservatives started 
the night with six councillors, 
and ended with one - Ken 
Watts in Newton, Porthcawl. 

It was a bad night to be a 


Tory leader. Pat Hacking lost 
her seat in Brackla, and it was 
even worse in the neighbouring 
Vale of Glamorgan, where the 
council leader, Coun Gordon 
Kemp, was also unseated. 

In a night of non-stop success 
for Labour, there was just one 
glitch, when their cabinet mem¬ 
ber for children, Alana Davies, 
lost out in Porthcawl East 
Central to Brian Jones, of the 
new ‘Porthcawl First’ group¬ 
ing. 

This new party had another 
success when former Lib-Dem, 
Sean Aspey, took Porthcawl 
West Central, this time unseat¬ 
ing the long-serving 
Conservative, Rosemary Deere. 

It means that Labour have 
no seats out of five in 
Porthcawl, while they have 39 
out of 49 in the rest of the bor¬ 
ough. 

(For more on this, see 
‘Porthcawl UDV on page 3). 

The balance of power has 
changed on BCBC. Labour, 
with their total of 39, gained 12 
from their previous total of 27. 


At first sight it was not too 
grim for the various independ¬ 
ents. There were 14 at the start 
of the evening, and 10 at the 
end. 

However, the Annibynwyr 
grouping lost several members 
and, at this stage, it is unclear if 
the new independents will join 
the group. 

Certainly, it is hard to see 
how the two Porthcawl First 
independents could join a 
group where they will be out¬ 
numbered by non-Porthcawl 
members. 

In Caerau, independents 
Steve Smith and Ken Hunt 
were both defeated, with their 
seats going to Labour. 

The Conservatives and Lib- 
Dems both blamed their show¬ 
ing on voters wanting to regis¬ 
ter a protest against the 
Westminster Coalition 

Government 

Plaid Cymru, who had one 
councillor, ended the night still 
with one.

THERE is a ritual 
that most parents 
go through when 
they bring up chil¬ 
dren, and it 
involves being 
patient, as their off¬ 
spring announce 
what they want to 
be when they grow 
up.

STUDENTS from 
Bridgend Pupil 
Referral Unit 
(PRU) have been 
giving a local walk¬ 
way a colourful 
facelift as part of a 
scheme to raise 
awareness of the 
effects of anti-social 
behaviour in the 
community. 

The painting project 
is part of ‘PUPIL’ 
(Pupils Understanding 
Problems In their 
Locality), an EU-funded 


scheme which has been 
running at the 

Aberkenfig-based unit 
for a number of years. 

Weekly sessions are 
delivered in the PRU by 
Matthew Nicholas of 
PUPIL, with the support 
of local PCSO Chris 
Bowen, of the

Despite the riches 
promised in each letter, 
they never win a penny. 

BCBC Trading 
Standards service man¬ 
ager Helen Picton said:

Its 
continuously-expanding, 
diverse and unique con¬ 
tent allows users to trace 
their family history and 
access historic records 
that have not previously 
been available online. 

The wealth of infor¬ 
mation available 
includes: censuses for 
England, Scotland, 


Wales, the Isle of Man 
and the Channel Islands 
between 1841 and 1911; 
England and Wales Civil 
Registration Index for 
births, deaths and mar¬ 
riages between 1837 and 
1983; UK and Ireland 
parish and probate 
records between the 
1500s and 1837; and a 
variety of American and 
other foreign materials 
including directories, 
federal censuses, con¬ 
vict indexes and 
Railways Gazette data. 

In addition to this, the

positive way. 

The encouragement and 
awards pupils are provided 
with, when they behave well, 
is a very rewarding system. It 
has proved extremely success¬ 
ful and I wish them all the 
very best for the school’s 
future developments of well¬ 
being. 

My husband and I were 
invited by Mr Lindsay 
Morgan and his Diamond 
Jubilee committee to distrib¬ 
ute some medals to pupils at 
Porthcawl Primary School, 
Newton Primary School, 
Nottage Primary School and 
West Park Primary School. 

The medals were beautiful 
and were given to the pupils 
of Porthcawl to commemorate 
the Queen’s 60th year of her 
reign. The pupils were obvi¬ 
ously delighted with what 


they received and I’m sure 
they will keep them as com¬ 
memorative medals for many 
years to come. 

The committee has worked 
so very hard to organise the 
Diamond Jubilee events, and 
they deserve our many thanks 
for all they have achieved. I 
am really looking forward to 
attending these events in June. 

We have attended two 
musicals in the Grand 
Pavilion this month Billy - 
The Musical, performed by 
the Bridgend Youth Theatre, 
and the Sound of Music, per¬ 
formed by the Porthcawl 
Amateur Operatic and 
Dramatic Society. 

They were hugely success¬ 
ful and greatly appreciated by 
the huge audiences that 
attended both performances. 
The cast and crew in both 
productions were absolutely 
fantastic. 

Those who performed 
should be given the recogni¬ 
tion they deserve. My hus¬ 
band and I met up with the 
cast of both productions and 
we showed our huge admira¬ 
tion for their skills and tal¬ 
ents. 

A very different visit we 
made was to the Parc Prison 
in Coity. We were invited by 
Mrs Ruth Birch, chairman of 
the Royal British Legion. 
What we experienced as we 
visited the varying blocks 
around the prison was not 
what we were expecting. 

The main aims of the 
prison staff are to bring the 
prisoners and their families 
close together, to reduce re¬ 
offending, intergenerational 
offending and community 
inclusion. 

They have included courses 
where prisoners learn new 
skills and trades to encourage 
them to go back to work 
when they leave prison. They 
work closely with Barnado’s 
and Ty Hafan. 

As Bamado’s is one of my 
Mayoral charities I was 
extremely pleased to see how 
well they are working with 
the prison management to 
improve the situation for chil¬ 
dren whose father’s are pris¬ 
oners. 


They have provided spaces 
where children can meet up 
with close fathers who are in 
prison. We spoke to a num¬ 
ber of prisoners who showed 
clearly how much they had 
learned and improved since 
being in Par Prison. As far as 
my husband and I were con¬ 
cerned, the whole afternoon 
we spent there was eye open¬ 
ing and uplifting. The prison 
staff are achieving a great 
deal and we wish them our 
very best for the future. 

My husband and I also vis¬ 
ited the Stroke Awareness 
Day held at Trinity Church. It 
was organised by the 
Porthcawl Rotary Club and 
many people attended to have 
the nurses and doctors present 
to measure and record blood 
pressure. 

If the person’s blood pres¬ 
sure is raised, he/she is 
encouraged to visit his/her 
own doctor for a follow up 
test, and any recommended 
treatment. This event is 
extremely useful to residents 
and visitors and would pre¬ 
vent strokes. I think the 
Rotary Club of Porthcawl 
deserves our thanks for pro¬ 
viding this very important 
service to residents and visi¬ 
tors on a yearly basis. 

It is a very valuable service 
to all the community. 

We also presented Mrs 
Phyllis Matthews, of Nicholls 
Avenue, with flowers to cele¬ 
brate her 100th birthday. I 
understand that until six 
months ago, she looked after 
herself, and when we met her, 
it did not surprise us, she was 
a remarkable lady whose fac¬ 
ulties were absolutely fantas¬ 
tic! 

What an inspiration she is 
to us all. Many congratula¬ 
tions, Phyllis!

Maesteg’s history - and a few ghostly tales 


Ramblers 
descend on 
Porthcawl 



MAESTEG was origi¬ 
nally a rural village, 
dating back around 
2,000 years, where an 
Iron Age castle among 
the hills was identified, 
as well as evidence of 
Bronze Age settlements. 

This small village began to 
expand throughout the 
Industrial Revolution during 
the early 19th Century. 

In the 1820s, the Iron 
Works opened, giving trade 
to local people from the vil¬ 
lage and beyond. Soon after¬ 
wards, coal seams also gave 
further employment in the 
community. 

The Grade II listed 
Maesteg Town Hall is a 
prominent feature in the 
extended town. 

It was built in 1880, with 
CRM Talbot MP laying its 
first foundation stone on 
October 1, 1880. 

He had kindly contributed 
£500 towards the construc¬ 


tion of the project. With true 
community spirit riding high, 
the local miners all agreed to 
donate one day’s wages 
towards its completion, the 
total amount exceeding 
£5,000. 

The hall itself would have 
a 650 seating capacity. It 
was designed by Henry 
Harris, who was a Cardiff 
resident, and his plan began 
with the building’s frontage, 
which he drafted in Queen 
Anne style. 

The entrance would con¬ 
tain a double front of steps to 
reach the grandeur of the 
entire building, where no 
expense was spared. 

It was proposed to host 
concerts, plays, operas, pub¬ 
lic meetings, and other forms 
of entertainment for the pub¬ 
lic to enjoy. 

The hall underwent refur- 
bishments between 1913 and 
14 - and, unfortunately, the 
structure’s outer appearance 
lost the majority of its origi¬ 


nal character. It was 
reopened on November 25, 
1914 to a rousing perform¬ 
ance by Nantyffyllon 
Harmonic Society. 

The ornate tower, (known 
as the town clock) was the 
centrepiece of the town, and 
visible from all corners of the 
community. 

With closure looming, and 
the threat of the demise of 
such an iconic landmark, in 
June 1998 Maesteg Town 
Hall Ltd took over the run¬ 
ning of the hall from 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council. 

The saved hall would now 
remain a focal point for 
entertainment for future per¬ 
formances to entertain the 
public. 

The clock’s faces are visi¬ 
ble from all angles of the 
region, as if watching peo¬ 
ple’s activity throughout 
time, and towers above the 
town, observing all move¬ 
ment below it. 


Legend maintains that 
fairies from Ireland dance 
around the hills above the 
town, living in a mysterious 
crooked tree. Wherever this 
tree stands upon the hillside, 
it is said to be unlucky to 
raise deadwood from beneath 
it. 

With its tales of folklore 
breathing down upon us 
below, would any wise man 
want to break a tradition 
passed down through the 
depths of time? 

The spectral, but eerie 
image of a giant pack of 
wolves has been reported to 
stalk the hills overlooking the 
town, looming in the dark¬ 
ness, ready to pounce on 
unsuspecting victims. 

Why would these fearful 
creatures want to roam an 
area beyond their natural 
habitat, lost in the midst of 
time? 

The ghostly figure of a 
man has been seen by staff, 
drifting around the Town 


Hall. He seems to answer to 
the name George, but who 
was this gentleman during his 
time on the earth’s plane, and 
why would he want to linger 
around a place that he would 
possibly no longer recognise? 

Eerie happenings within 
the clock tower affect the 
mechanism in mysterious 
ways. 

Photographs have identi¬ 
fied strange etchings reading 
L/Cpl Biggins, Blaydon on 
Tyne, 2/101943 - 9/2/1944 
on its walls. George Biggins 
had actually carved his name 
on a wall in the tower before 
being sent to the Normandy 
Landings. 

Could the ghostly appari¬ 
tion who roams the building 
be George who survived the 
war, and passed away in 
1973, reminding bystanders 
of his human existence in the 
area? 

But fact or fiction? Only 
you can decide...

A FAMILY project 
to renovate a local 
boxing club is near¬ 
ing completion, and 
the most recent 
contribution was 
made by an evening 
of amateur bouts in 
Bryntirion. 

The ambitious plan to 
raise £75,000 for 
Porthcawl and Pyle 
Boxing Club was 
hatched in 2011 by for¬ 
mer Wales international 
hooker Jonathan 

Humphreys and his 
brother Richard. 

They decided to 
fundraise in memory of 
their father, Colin 
Humphreys, the former 
Welsh champion boxer, 
who died in 2011. The 
brothers knew that their 
father, who used to train 
at the gym when he was 
competing, had always 
wanted to see the boxing 
club returned to its for¬ 
mer glory. 

With their brother-in- 
law, Ed Ellis, they made 
a start last year with a 
rugby evening in the 
Grand Pavilion, 

Porthcawl, and the latest 
fundraising night was an 
evening of amateur box¬ 
ing in the Ogmore 
Constituency Labour 
Party Club, Bryntirion. 

A series of bouts fea¬

FEELS A LITTLE BIT STALE! 


R eunited, and 
it feels so 
good... so 
sang Peaches and 
Herb, but as any¬ 
one who has attend¬ 
ed a school reunion 
will attest, realising 
that that horrible, 
ignorant school 
pupil who was in 
your class is now 
rich and successful, 
feels anything but 
good. 

The subject of 
reunions crops up in 
American Reunion, 
which sees the cast of 
the American Pie fran¬ 
chise hook back up 
again, 13 years after our 
first slice. 

This time around, the 
the guys and gals 
(among them Jason 
Biggs, Alyson Hannigan, 
Seann William Scott, 
and Eddie Kay Thomas) 
meet up again to see 
how their lives have 
changed from their 


teenage years, where 
hilarity will, no doubt, 
ensue... 

When American Pie 
hit cinemas in 1999, it 
went beyond mere 
extreme comedy, the 
mix of heart and charac¬ 
ters that were likeable 
and relatable making it a 
Porky’s for the pre-mil- 
lennial generation. While 
the two sequels slightly 
blunted the success of 
the first, American 
Reunion’s promise of 
seeing the old gang back 
together again was a 
more than appealing 
prospect. 

In actuality, the film 
certainly raises laughs-a- 
plenty, but as fond as it 
is to see where the char¬ 
acters have ended up 
more than a decade later, 
it can’t escape a feeling 
of being somewhat con¬ 
trived and reliant on 
jokes harking back to the 
original rather than cre¬ 
ating its own identity. 

What the film does 
best is in amping up just

has changed so much in 
the intervening periods - 
the parties wilder, the 
behaviour less restrained 
- with the gang looking 
on; the sense of time 
passing is felt acutely, 
teenage concerns of 
proms and underage 
drinking giving way to 
marriage and job crises. 

However, aside from 
a subplot which sees the 
boys anger a group of 
teens, the comedy tends 
to rely more on setpieces 
from yesteryear - so Jim 
has an embarassing 
mishap in the kitchen, 
the “This one time at 
band camp...” line is 
trotted out again, and the 
boys find themselves 
unwittingly caught up in 
events that spiral out of 
control. 

With Harold and 
Kumar... directors Jon 
Hurwitz and Hayden 
Schlossburg on duty 
here, there is no shortage 
of gross-out comedy 
moments on show, but 
while the pair show a 
more restrained eye than 
with their two most 
famous characters, there 
is nothing here to really 
get you excited, nothing 
that really sticks out in 
the memory, the film 
almost a victim of past 
successes. 

The cast (some of 
whom it’s fair to say 
were probably looking 
forward to a payday) all 
reprise their roles with 
ease, their turns fitting 


the characters and mate¬ 
rial like a glove; but the 
plaudits really go to 
Seann William Scott and 
Eugene Levy. 

Stifler is a character 
that lives long in the 
memory and here, 
William Scott’s foul 
mouthed hilarious turn 
really propels the film. 

While those around 
him have grown up, 
Stifler is still trying to 
party like it’s 1999, and 
his moments are by the 
far the funniest in the 
film, run close by Levy 
(arguably the breakout 
of the first film) who, as 
Jim’s widowed dad, 
enjoys a meeting with 
Stifler’s mum that raises 
laughs and touches 
hearts. 

With nostalgia such a 
big selling point, it isn’t 
surprising that we have 
been brought another 
slice of Pie; after all, to 
my generation, the origi¬ 
nal was as important as 
The Inbetweeners is to 
this one. 

But too much looking 
back and not enough 
looking forward is a 
dangerous thing, and 
that is what does for 
American Reunion ulti¬ 
mately - it is a film that 
puts too much emphasis 
on the past, and as nice 
as it is to catch up with 
Jim and the rest of them, 
there isn’t much fresh 
mileage. 

VERDICT: Not quite 
the comeback hoped for.

out. We’ve got lots of 
wild animals like geckos 
and pythons along the 
route for them to say 
hello to.” 

Sarah Edwards is an 
employee at the golf 
club, and also works at 
the Breast Centre in 
Llandough. She added 
that the walk would pro¬ 
vide a fun day out for 
families. 

She told The GEM: 
“As part of the fundrais¬ 
ing group, and as a mum 
of two, I suggested the 
Breast Centre organise 
an event that would be 
hugely fun for the whole 
family, but also really 
educational. 

“Children and parents 
will be wowed by the 
breathtaking scenery, 
but what’s even more 
special is the wild and 
wonderful creatures they 
will encounter on their 
walk. 

“Erom geckos and 
lizards to snakes and 
meerkats, this really is a 
walk on the wild side.” 

Golf club member 
Louise Case knows 
more than most how 
vital the care the Breast 
Centre provides is. She 
told The GEM about her 
struggle fighting the dis¬ 
ease. 

She said: “As a fairly 
fit and healthy golfer, I 
was shocked to discover 
a lump in my breast. 

“Initially, I had sever¬ 
al appointments over 
several weeks at the 
University Hospital out¬ 
patients department for a 
mammogram, biopsy 
and scanning before the 
diagnosis was finally 
confirmed. It was breast 
cancer, my worst fear! 

“Once the diagnosis 
was formally confirmed, 
I attended Llandough 
Hospital for a scan. Mr 
Moneypenny, a breast 
consultant, intended to 
remove the sentinel 
lymph glands as a slight¬ 
ly less invasive proce¬ 
dure than removing 
them all completely. 

“I then stepped onto 
the rollercoaster of two 
lots of surgery in 
October and November

2009 at Llandough 
Hospital, then followed 
18 months of 
chemotherapy and 
Herceptin at Velindre 
Hospital. 

“The opening of the 
new dedicated unit at 
Llandough is without 
doubt a step in the right 
direction, and avoids the 
inconsistency of going 
between two hospitals. 
The new unit is a one- 
stop shop, which negates 
the need for appoint¬ 
ments over several 
weeks for mammo¬ 
grams, scans etc. 

“Having these proce¬ 
dures in one day avoids 
weeks of anguish and 
worry. 

“Although the diag¬ 
nosis of breast cancer is 
a devastating blow, I 
believe that the more 
personal touch of a dedi¬ 
cated unit helps. Eor me 
it was comforting to be 
able to walk through 
those doors and to know 
that everyone else there 
at least understood in 
some way how I was 
feeling.” 

She also backed the 
event, adding: “After 
talking with Sarah 
Edwards, we agreed that 
Cottrell Park nature trail 
would be a most excel¬ 
lent venue to host the 
‘Lengths for Life’ 
fundraising walk. 

“To that end, I would 
ask anyone young or old 
to please come and give 
your support and walk 
the full 4km, or just as 
much as you can man¬ 
age, in aid of the breast 
unit. 

“Although the unit is 
up and running, more 
money is needed for 
equipment and to assist 
with opening a dedicat¬ 
ed teaching facility.” 

Anyone can raise 
money for Lengths for 
Life through any means 
available, and the chari¬ 
ty will be there to sup¬ 
port you. 

“We set people their 
own challenge, whether 
they want to walk, run or 
have a charity rugby 
match,” Ms Simpson 
added. “We then help 
them with sponsor packs 
that include things like 
posters and sponsorship 
forms.

Mum’s tribute to 
her ‘gentle’ son 


A mother has paid 
tribute to her “gen¬ 
tle and caring” son 
who was found 
dead close to the 
tracks outside 
Bridgend Railway 
Station. 

Richard Llewellyn 
Lloyd, aged 23, of 
Penarth, was discovered 
at 8.21am on Saturday, 
May 5. 

The police say he had 


suffered injuries consis¬ 
tent with being hit by a 
train. 

In a tribute, Mr 
Lloyd’s mother, 

Christine Lloyd, said he 
would leave a huge gap 
in the lives of those who 
knew him: 

''Richard was an 
inquisitive young man, 
who was considerate 
and keen to please those 
around him. 

“He had a gentle per¬ 


sona, and cared about 
global issues and the 
environment he lived in. 

“He had a keen sense 
of humour, which would 
often amuse his family 
and friends. 

“We are all devastat¬ 
ed by the tragic nature 
of his death and are try¬ 
ing to come to terms 
with the loss. We will 
miss him immensely. 

“We are appealing to 
anyone with any infor¬ 
mation, however minor, 
to contact the police.” 

Detective Inspector 
Mark Cleland, who is 
leading the investiga¬ 
tion, said: “Enquiries 
are ongoing to establish 
the circumstances lead¬ 
ing up to Mr Lloyd’s 
death, including how he 
came to be on the 
tracks. 

“We are particularly 
keen to trace his move¬ 
ments during the course 
of Friday night and 
Saturday morning.”

The vehicle in which 
the money was found, he 
said, was “old and bat¬ 
tered. ” 

Since being arrested, 
he had suffered from 
depression and sleepless 
nights. 

“He no longer goes 
out, and he doesn’t 
socialise. ” 

Judge Philip Hughes 
said: “You acted as a 
courier on the instruc¬ 
tions of a man you met in 
a pub. 

“According to you, he 
was capable of violence 
and you claim to be 
frightened of him. ’’ 

He said he had trav¬ 
elled from a motorway 
service area near Bristol 
to Bridgend with the 


money and was well 
aware of what he was 
doing. 

“You were paid £100 
for your trouble in deliv¬ 
ering the notes, but you 
were stopped and arrest¬ 
ed by the police. ’’ 

He said the amount of 
money involved was sub¬ 
stantial and Jones had 
played a crucial role in a 
serious criminal enter¬ 
prise. 

“I accept you didn’t 
tender or handle any of 
the money, but you knew 
what you were doing and 
took a risk for financial 
gain. ” 

He said the jury clear¬ 
ly didn’t believe Jones. 

He said the case could 
only be dealt with by a 
prison sentence to pun¬ 
ish him and deter others.

RESIDENTS in Bridgend 
county borough are being 
urged to use their waste to 
help their garden - as part 
of International Compost 
Awareness Week, which 
runs from May 6-12. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) can supply 
affordable composting bins at a 
reduced rate to local household¬ 
ers, who can then produce their 
own nutrient-rich homemade 
compost for their garden. 


Garden or ‘green’ organic 
waste, such as grass cuttings, 
leaves and twigs is biodegradable, 
and will decompose easily, and 
naturally in a compost bin. 

Vegetable peelings, egg shells, 
shredded cardboard, tea bags and 
even the contents of your vacuum 
cleaner can also go into your 
compost bin. 

A spokesperson for BCBC 
said: “Once you’ve invested in a 
compost bin there are no further 
costs and you can have rich, 
homemade compost to use on

Volvo V60 travels through life 


SLOGANS are a useful way of 
remembering organisations. 

For instance, hearing the phrase ‘time 
well spent’ makes me think of the National 
Trust, while ‘the car in front’ pushes Toyota 
into your mind. 

Car manufacturers do love these phrases: 
BMW ‘the ultimate driving machine’ and 
Peugeot ‘the drive of your life’, for exam¬ 
ple. In fact, life plays an important part in 
such slogans as Volvo has chosen to also 
embrace it with ‘Volvo, for life’. 

Driving the Volvo V60 D3 Ocean Race 
estate certainly does handle all aspects of 
life, whether it be the arduous motorway 
commute, trips to the tip or much more 
enjoyable family times. 

As you might expect,, safety is at the 
forefront of this vehicle. There’s the Blis 
(blind spot) safety alert on the wing mirrors 
that’s unavailable on most cars. This is trig¬ 
gered when the Volvo travels at a reason¬ 
able speed and there is a hidden car that 
might have escaped the driver’s attention. 

Dash past in the outside lane, and it 
rarely notices other vehicles on its left, 
unless they are high sided lorries. 

If an obstacle appears that the car does¬ 
n’t expect, a red light on the dash in front of 
the driver flashes to the accompaniment of 
a blaring siren, which is utterly frightening 
and I feel, uncalled for. 

Where I live, there are some traffic lights 
on a right hand bend and as you travel past, 
the Volvo’s radar senses them and all hell 
breaks loose. Thank goodness no passen¬ 
gers of a sensitive disposition were travel¬ 
ling with me on that occasion. The same 
can happen if a car pushes its way in front 
of the Volvo, which has greater value. 

Refreshingly, cruise control doesn’t can¬ 
cel out when changing gear as is usually the 
way in most other cars. 

Volvo claims that up to 90 per cent of 
accidents are caused by distraction, and that 
half of all drivers hitting a car from behind 
do not brake at all. 

To combat this, the V60 is equipped with 
a useful function that measures the distance 
of the car in front, keeping the Swede a safe 



distance behind. The gap can be increased 
or decreased by the driver. This works espe¬ 
cially well for motorway cruising, automat¬ 
ically and smoothly braking and accelerat¬ 
ing as required. 

However, this function does cancel out at 
speeds under 20 mph or so, as it is linked to 
the cruise control. This really could do with 
improving, because accidents do occur 
while driving at low speeds, too. 

I can see how this function could be used 
to prevent many low speed collisions, if 
only it worked at such speeds. 

In torrential rain the radar gets blocked, 
cancelling out the cruise control. 

A well-insulated cabin ensures that there 
is only a hint of a rattle from the two-litre 
diesel unit on start up and from then on you 
don’t notice. 

It’s fantastically fuel efficient, too - 
around 700 miles on its 67.5 litre tank. Auto 
stop-start aids this frugality, although like 
its driver, this function gets bored after five 
minutes and restarts. 

How do I know this? I have been stuck in 
recurring roadworks for the past week that 
regularly exceed five minutes and continue 
for more like 20 minutes. When finally out 
of the jams, the V60 will confidently travel 
at speed, providing great enjoyment on 
clear country lanes. 

It is also fitted with Volvo’s e-Drive 
mode, which further helps economy. The 
six-speed box is pleasing to use, although 
on occasions it can be indecisive when 
choosing second gear. 

The sat nav alerts the driver to the fact 
they’re entering the London congestion 
charge zone, but this needs updating as it is 
free on weekends or public holidays. 


The V60 is a comfortable executive 
express, equipped with quickclear wind¬ 
screen demisters and heated front seats. 

All the usual luxuries are included, such 
as electric windows and air con. The dash¬ 
board is similar to that of an Alfa Romeo 
because it is angled in the driver’s favour, 
much to my wife’s disappointment. The 
radio reception could be stronger. 

Externally, the V60 is a curvaceous 
beauty - Volvo has taken the old V60 and 
rounded off the edges with great success, 
producing a very fashionable and sought- 
after cool estate car. 

However, there are some blind spots, 
making it feel a little cumbersome on occa¬ 
sions, mainly when manoeuvring and 
reversing, but its safety systems help with 
this. 

Unlocking the car is simple - as long as 
the driver has the key on them. The Volvo 
intelligently recognises this fact and all you 
have to do is place a hand on a door handle 
for it to open. This is a much appreciated 
feature during April showers, as it means 
you get in the car very quickly without the 
usual faff associated with car keys. 

If the driver has the key on them there’s 
no need to insert the key in the dash to start 
the car. Instead just put your feet on the 
clutch and brake and push the start button 
and it fires into life. 

There isn’t a traditional handbrake; 
instead a switch on the right of the dash - 
you just push it down to unlock or engage, 
but there is a slight delay. The wing mirrors 
automatically fold when it’s locked. 

Parkers, the car experts, say: “Volvo is 
best known for large and practical estates 
and the V60 remains the core model for the 
manufacturer - a modem version of its 
archetypal load carrier.” 

As you would expect the V60 is a splen¬ 
did driver’s car loaded with safety features.
